lohe n° f the r A0t 3 r c 4 ’ .°- 37 ’ t0 submit t0 T°“ r Excellency the Report 

of tlic proceedings of tne Commissioners for the year which ended the 1st of August 
instant, and to subjoin an account of their receipts and disbursements, distin- 
gius lung the specific sources from which all moneys have been derived and 
the specific purposes to which they have been applied ; also, an account of ’their 
receipts and disbursements in relation to Primate Boulter’s and Primate Robin- 
son’s bunds. 



The sum appropriated at the usual annual special meeting of the Board in 
December last, for the several Church Works of this year, amounted to 49,214/.- 
of tins sum, 12,742/. 7 s. 9d. was set apart towards the completion ’ of 15' 
new Churches undertaken iu former . years, and 2,350/. towards erecting four 
other new Churches ; 4,026/. 2s.4d. to complete the sums required for the 
enlargement of 12 Churches already partially provided for, and 5,7951. towards'the 
enlargement of 33 other Churches. The residue, amounting to 24,300 Z. 9 5.11 d., 
was appropriated to the repairs of Churches, and for fencing Churchyards’ 
including the expenses connected with the carrying out of these several works.

The grant of 300?. made in a former year for building a district parochial 
church in the Parish of Holywood in the' Diocese of Down, has been rescinded, 
the.parties interested having declined to comply with the condition of creating 
a district, on -which the grant of the Board was made. 

The gmnts, amounting to 796?. 16 s. 6d., made in previous years for the 
enlargement of the Churches of Holmpatrick and Howth, both in the Diocese 
of Dublin, of Killeban Castletown, in the Diocese of Leighlin, and of the 
Cathedral and Parochial Church of Kilfenora, have likewise been rescinded the 
aid required not having been provided by the parishioners.

the old building owing to ongmal malformation and the injury they had sus- 
tained from tiie effects of the fire, were unworthy of a new roof, they commu- 
nicated with the parishioners with anew to procuring their assistance in erecting 
a new church, and submitted, for their consideration, a plan suited for the 
accommodation of a congregation somewhat greater than the old church was 
cajiahlc of affording, which plan they stated they were prepared to carry out if 
aided by die parishioners to the extent of 4,300 1, being one-half of its estimated 
cost: this plan not having- met with the approval of the parishioners, another 
plan tor a more costly church was procured by themselves, the cost of erecting: 
which was estimated at 10,300/. : this plan has been approved of by the Com- 
Tonn°/ lierSs i P* 0V1 /- !ed the parishioners shall contribute the surplus cost over 
4,300/., which the Commissioners regret they have not yet intimated their 
intention to do. 



By the half-yearly returns of promotions, it appears that 72 Benefices have 
become vacant within the year, consisting of seven dignities, 12 prebends, and 
53 parochial benefices ; of these, 21 appear to be subject to ecclesiastical tax. 

With respect, to the Prebend of Kilmacalane, in the Diocese of Cloyne, the ap- 
pointment of a clerk to which was, on the recommendation of the Commissioners, 
suspended by order of your Excellency and the Privy Council, bearing date the 
6 tli of August 1855, the Commissioners have received the order of your 
Excellency and the Privy Council, dated the 10th of January last, removing the 
suspension, subject to the severance of all its revenues, and vesting same in the 
Commissioners, which revenues the Commissioners have, under the provisions of 
the Act 3 & 4 Viet. c. 101, allocated to augmentation purposes j as also those 
of the parish of Cloncurry, disappropriated from the Deanery of Kildare, and 
those of the Chancellorship of the Cathedral Church of St. Patrick, Cashel, 
disappropriated from that dignity, as mentioned in their last Report. The annual 
sum thus placed at the disposal of the Commissioners, amounting to 383 /., has 
been applied to the augmentation of the following Benefices, the incomes of 
which were under 100 /. : —

The first Canonry of Kildare and the Precentorship of the Cathedral Church 
of St. Brandons, in the Diocese of Ardfert, having become vacant, and it 
appearing that the cure of souls, within the meaning of the statutes, was not 
attached either to the Canonry or the Precentorship, the Commissioners 
recommended to your Excellency and the Privy Council, that the appointment 
to them should be suspended, with which recommendations your Excellency 
and the Privy Council were pleased to comply ; and in the case of the 
Canonry the Commissioners have since received the order of your Excellency 
and the Privy Council, bearing date the 10th of January last, removing the 
suspension, subject to the severance of all its emoluments, and transferring 
same to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. 



In the case of the vacancy which took place in the Prebend of Tussagard, in 
the Cathedral Church ot St. Patrick’s, Dublin, although not having cure of souls 
within the meaning of the statutes, the Commissioners did not deem it expedient 
to make any recommendation to your Excellency and the Privy Council, the 
Diocesan having brought strongly under their notice that the circumstances of 
the case were such as rendered it desirable that the appointment to it should not 
be suspended, and the Commissioners have since received the order of your 
•Excellency and the Privy Council, dated the 28th of May, uniting the Prebend 
vith the neighbouring Benefice of Rathcoole. In the case of the vacancy in the 
Eenehee of Tullilease, in the Diocese of Cloyne, being a Benefice in which Divine 
service bad not been celebrated within the three years next preceding the 1st of
